Balancing the new top-heavy silhouette are 
head-hugging hats . . . tea cosies in fox, raccoon, 
opossum... wind socks and helmets of ocelot... 
tweed and jersey hats to match accompanying 


coats and suits. 


Shoulders are wide 
Watch for shoulder-spanning collars and folds. 
Collars are loose, never hug the throat, may 


be chin-high.

A family can’t be run like the army ... or a free-for-all debating

O ONE in his right mind would suggest that a 
| 


business could ever be run without regulat 
| consultation by the people in it. Yet. | have 

had sage experienced businessmen pooh-pooh 
the idea of setting up a family council to discuss the 
problems involved in running one of the most compli 
cated, and certainly one of the most important. enter- 
prises in our society. 

Men who would never think of making a move in 
business without checking and consulting with their 
colleagues argue that the principle is ridiculous when 
applied to the family. Yet the Canadian family is as 
complex and as varied in its operation as any business. 
It not only has to deal with various aspects of finance, 
housing and education but must come face to face with 
such delicate problems as what time Junior should be 
home from Cubs and what to have for dinner tonight. 
There are bigger issues too, as big as issues come. They 
involve life and death and birth and the future health 
and happiness of a group of people dependent on each 
other. 

Some of this opposition comes from a lack of under- 
standing about how a family council can and should 
work. I know of one family where a family council was 
set up on rigidly representational lines where everyone 
had a vote of equal weight. The whole idea soon be 
came a farce, with the four small children in the family 
voting themselves fat increases in their allowances and 
menus which heavily stressed desserts. 

In this article, the last of my series on Marriage in 
Canada Today. I'll try to explain what | mean by the 
family council and how it can be made to work. I feel 


that this idea sums up in a practical way all the prob- 


lems, complete with an effective way of meeting them, 
that we have discussed throughout the series. For the 
council. if it is going to work. must draw its strength 
from and give further strength to this faith and under 
standing | have mentioned so frequently. Husbands 
and wives who cannot communicate with each other 
have a difficult. if not impossible. task before them 
when they try to build a happy marriage. The same 


thing is true of the family as a whole 


When should the council be set up? 


It should start with marriage itself. If the young 
people are practical. they should establish the practice 
of discussing their problems even during courtship. It 
is probably too much to ask of sweethearts because they 
are doing a little legitimate faking. if not downright 
lying. in this period to appear as attractive as possible. 
But I do feel that more and more young people today 
talk over their problems. their hopes and their fears 
than did the young people of earlier generations. | 
think today’s youngsters have a much clearer picture of 
the world in which they live than thei parents had at 
their age. 


How often should it meet? 


I suggest once a month. I know some people. par- 
ticularly those who are not convinced of the value of 
the family council. think it’s a little silly to eall the 
family together every fourth Tuesday like the school 
board. but a set time does help to regularize the meet 


ings. Without a regular date Continued on page 64

this is no capricious or selfish decision 


but a necessary one taken in the hope 
and determination that he will get what 
he wants as soon as possible 

I have heard public relations called a 
great many things, some of them pretty 
uncomplimentary, but I think the best 
definition of it, by example, is this: Two 
men are walking down the street talking 
One of them has to turn off on a side 
street to make an important call. He can 
break off suddenly without comment or 
explanation, or he can tell his companion 
a little in advance of his departure why 
it is necessary for him to leave. Too often 
parents make decisions, perhaps wise or 
inevitable ones, without bothering to ex 
plain beyond the barest details 

I have been asked whether minutes of 
the family council should be kept. I don't 
think this is necessary except perhaps in 
matters relating to a budget where some 
figures have been worked out and are 
needed for future reference. After all 
everyone will remember what decisions 
are reached because all will be interested 
and concerned, and if they should forget 
someone is almost bound to remind them 
particularly if it is something they should 
have done and have forgotten. Besides 
the idea of minutes does make the whole 
idea too formal, too much like a meeting 
of the board rather than the informal 
family function it Is 

One of the real benefits of the family 
council that is not apparent until you 
Start having them ts they provide a won 
derful and orderly way for the members 
of the family to get complaints off their 
minds. Suppose Junior ts careless about 
cleaning out the bathtub after he ha 
used it. His sister has snapped at him 


about it, his mother has nagged at him 


but he just can’t seem to remember tu 
clean it. In the family council he can be 
brought before the family parliament and 
made to realize his responsibility in thts 
small but important matter. Instead of 
having the people he lives with hack at 
him day after day, he is helped to real- 
ize how his actions fit into the pattern of 
the lives of all of them. Resentment, 
based on no larger grievances than a ring 
around a bathtub, has smoldered and 
even festered within a family until it has 
caused real trouble 

And I come back here to this business 
of compromise. which to my mind ts not 
a dirty word as some people seem to 
think, but a device and a skill that lies 
close to the core of every happy mar 
riage. To be successful, compromise must 
be based on a respect for the rights and 
the wishes of the other person. We have 
no right to enforce our ideas or Our way 
of doing things on each other any more 
than they have the right to tell us what 
to do, except of course where real pain 
or harm threaten as a result. So many 
husbands and wives rob themselves of so 
much happiness by attempting to enforce 
their wishes on the other and so often 
in trivial matters 

Fake the case of a woman who comes 
home with a new hairdo which ts a little 
extreme in style. [It may not suit her and 
she may suspect that it doesn’t, but it is 
in the mode and it’s given her a bit of 

lift to try something new and frothy 
When she asks her husband how he likes 
it, as she probably will, he can deliver a 
short sharp useless lecture on how /te 
thinks her hair should be dressed or he 
can go along with it. To go along is a 
reasonable compromise, and even though 


you may think the example is trivial to
